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PREPARATIONS FOR FULL REPORTS ON THE 
CENSUS OF DISTRIBUTION, 1950 


HE FINAL report of the Census of Distribution and Other 
Services, 1950, will be published, in three successive volumes, 
during this year. 


The first volume of the final report will deal with the catering, 
motor and certain service trades, such as hairdressers and repairers 
working for the general public, as well as the retail selling establish- 
ments which were included in the Short Report* published in 
January 1953. ‘The arrangement of this volume will be primarily 
geographical. For each town of 25,000 or more inhabitants in 
Great Britain there will be a separate table showing a list of kinds 
of business with the number of establishments in each and informa- 
tion about the sales, number of persons engaged and wages and 
salaries paid. 

For larger towns the analysis by kinds of business will be more 
detailed, and the very largest will be shown in practically the same 
degree of detail as was used in the Short Report, with catering, 
motor and service trades in addition. Similar tables will be given 
for the English conurbations, viz.: ‘I'yneside, West Yorkshire, 
West Midlands, South East Lancashire and Merseyside, as well as 
Greater London. 


There will be summary tables, as in the Short Report, but with 
the addition of the catering, motor and service trades, for Great 
Britain, and the standard regions. 

For each administrative county the total number of establish- 
ments with total sales, number of persons engaged and wages and

salaries paid will be shown, and similar particulars will be given for 
each town with population of 2,500 and over within the county. 
Only total numbers, without distinction by the kind of business, 
will be given for the counties and for the towns with less than 
25,000 inhabitants. 


In all the tables in this volume the number of persons engaged 
will be shown divided into full and part-time workers. Working 
proprietors and unpaid family workers are included in the persons 
engaged as well as paid employees. 

A second volume, covering the same trades as the first, will be 
devoted to much more detailed analyses, partly in expansion of the 
information given in the Short Report, and partly devoted to other 
aspects of distribution. 


Information on the size and structure of establishments in the 
main kinds of business will be given by tables in which establish- 
ments in each kind of business will be grouped according to amount 
of sales and according to number of branches. ‘This analysis will 
be given for Great Britain, for each of the standard regions and for 
towns grouped by size of population. 


Information will be given showing the number, turnover and other 
particulars of businesses conducted otherwise than in a fixed shop, 
e.g. by market stalls, street traders and mail-order houses. 


Analysis of Total Sales 


Total sales in each kind of business will be analysed to show how 
much arises from the sales of goods, from the provision of meals 
and from services such as repair work. 
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Only the larger businesses with sales exceeding £5,000 were 
required to give figures showing the takings for each group of goods 
sold. Every organization for which this information is available will 
be included in a table showing to what extent organizations which 
have been placed in a given kind of business sell goods appropriate 
to other kinds of business. In particular, this table will show the 
amount of sales in different commodity groups made by such general 
businesses as department stores and variety stores. 


Gross margins will be shown for the different kinds of business, 
as they were in the Short Report, but the figures of sales, purchases 
and stocks from which the gross margin is derived will also be shown, 
and the gross margins earned in businesses of the same kind but of 
different sizes will be tabulated. 


The number of workers in distributive businesses of all kinds will 
be analysed between proprietors and family workers and paid 
employees, between full and part-time workers, and by sex ; juvenile 
full-time employees under 18 years of age will be shown separately 
from adult full-time workers. In one table businesses run by working 
proprietors will be separated from those entirely conducted by paid 
employees. ‘This separation enables wages and salaries to be related 
to sales. The drawings of working proprietors were not asked for 
in the census, and are consequently not included in the figures of 
wages and salaries. In businesses run by working proprietors, 
therefore, the figure for wages and salaries does not represent the whole 
earnings of the persons engaged. 





Need to Set Export Sights Higher 


Since the end of the war the target for exports has been 
to enable us to pay our way. Now, seeing matters in 
clearer perspective, and having by our efforts in the last 
year secured the opportunity to take a longer view, we 
realize the need to set our sights higher. We need, in 
fact, no longer just a balance, but a surplus—a large

Wholesale Trades 


The third volume will be devoted to the wholesale trades. Figures 
will be published for a number of towns and for the standard regions, 
giving the number of establishments, the sales handled, the persons 
engaged and the wages and salaries, with all the detail the numbers 
permit about the kind of goods sold and the method of trading. 


In the structure of the wholesale trades a very important feature 
is the wide variety of methods of trading, for example, importers, 
exporters, wholesale merchants with and without stocks, agents and 
soon. In this volume wholesale businesses will be classified according 
to the method of trading as well as according to the commodities sold. 


The information given in the tables will show sales and 
purchases, On Own account and on commission, agents’ commissions, 
stocks carried, gross margins, transport costs, details of workers 
engaged, including the numbers engaged in production, and other 
particulars similar in many ways to those given in the second volume 
for the retail and other service trades. It will not be possible to 
analyse the sales of commodities by wholesalers who deal in goods 
belonging to several groups, because wholesalers were not required 
to give detailed figures of their sales of goods in different groups. 
There will, however, be a table showing, for different methods of 
trading and kinds of goods handled, the volume sold to buyers in the 
United Kingdom and to buyers abroad, and, for the United Kingdom 
sales, whether they were made to retailers, to industrial users, to other 
wholesalers and merchants and so on. 


Each of the three volumes will have introductory notes explaining 
the terms used, and the principles of classification. 


The first or geographical volume of the final report is nearly ready 
to be reproduced for publication and should appear in about three 
months’ time, as far as can be foreseen. ‘The other two volumes will 
follow at intervals. The tabulation work for all the volumes, according 
to their places in this programme, is already well advanced. 
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110 Overseas Territories Represented 
at the British Industries Fair 


HEN THE President of the Board of Trade announced in the 

House of Commons that the next British Industries Fair would 

be held from May 3 to 14, 1954, he also told the House that he 
had set up a Committee to consider the future of the Fair. Particular 
interest therefore attaches to the results of the B.I.F. 1953, which was 
held earlier this month. 

Although it is not possible to assess the value of business done, 
some idea of the Fair’s success as an export occasion can be gathered 
from an examination of the attendance figures relating to overseas 
buyers. ‘They came from 110 territories and, at London and Birming- 
ham, they numbered 12,627—a drop of about 600 on the 1952 figure. 
Each buyer from abroad travelled an average of 6,000 miles to the 
B.I.F. and back to his home. The proportion that had come to 
Britain for the Coronation was only one per cent. 

It is important to remember that an overseas buyer is registered 
only once, at the building he visits first. No record is made of his 
subsequent visits to the same building or to the other two Fair 
buildings. It is worth noting especially that the majority of visitors 
to the Birmingham section are first recorded on a preliminary visit 
to London, and that the total shown for Birmingham represents only 
those who went directly to that section of the Fair.

Anglo-Portuguese Trade 


N his return on May 22 fro.n a shert visit to Portugal to investigate 

commercial conditicns in the country at first hand, the Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said he was most grateful 
to the Prime Minister of Portugal, Doctor Salazar, and to the many 
Portuguese ministers, officials and businessmen, both in Lisbon 
and Oporto, who had received him with such kindness and with 
whom he had exchanged views principally on economic matters. 


Mr. Mackeson said that apart from the long-established alliance 
and friendship between the Portuguese and British peoples, the 
two nations were trading partners with many mutual interests, not 
only in Europe but also in the overseas territories for which the 
British and Portuguese peoples were responsible. The United 
Kingdom was second only to Portugal as a supplier of goods to 
Portuguese East and West Africa. The United Kingdom was the 
leading supplier to Metropolitan Portugal. 


Mr. Mackeson said he was very glad to have had the opportunity 
of listening to the frank but friendly and constructive criticism in 
Lisbon and Oporto from many individuals who were intimately 
connected with Anglo-Portuguese trade. He was delighted to hear 
of the plans which the British Chamber of Commerce had under 
consideration in connection with a drive to increase trade. The 
Board of Trade in London would certainly support such a drive.

Conference on Industrial Salvage 


HE National Industrial Salvage and Recovery Council met in 

Chester, on May 12, for its bi-annual and 15th meeting. Delegates 
from Regional Councils, representing a variety of industrial interests, 
gathered from all over the country to discuss industrial salvage work 
and to hear papers presented by Mr. A. L. Thorogood, a Principal 
Scientific Officer in the Intelligence Division of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and Mr. J. N. Barton, a Director 
of Industrial Waste Eliminators Ltd. 


After describing the functions of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research in general terms, Mr. Thorogood referred to 
several examples of the work of particular interest in the field of 
industrial salvage and recovery. As a direct result of recent research 
millions of tons of fly ash will be available during the next few years 
for the production of building blocks. Flue dust contains precious 
metals in infinitesimal amounts but germanium needed ina very pure 
form for radio research can be extracted. Recent research will save 
the country considerable expenditure on imports because selenium, 
used to a considerable extent for photo cells and glass manufacture, 
can now be obtained from waste materials. Five million tons per 
annum of coal slurry are available at the collieries from coal washing 
processes. As a result of research into uses for this slurry pellets 
are now being processed that can suitably be used for industrial 
heating. Further work is being carried out to make gasification of 
these pellets a practical proposition. ‘The work of the Pest Infestation 
Laboratory has made possible very considerable reductions in blow 
fly on slaughter house refuse. 


Mr. Thorogood referred to various Research Associations, describing 
° how the British Non-Ferrous Metals Research Association has 
developed a cheap and simple method for the recovery of zinc from 
galvanizing processes. Mentioning some of the general economic 
investigations in which the D.S.I.R. have played an active part, 
Mr. Thorogood outlined the resources of the Department available 

to industrialists. 


Mr. J. N. Barton addressed the meeting on “ Utilization of Animal 
By-products and Food and other Wastes.”” He explained that animal 
by-products used to be processed with the sole purpose of recovering 
as much fat as possible. Later they were treated with open steam 
under pressure which produced the fat and a residue generally sold 
to a fertilizer works. After a further period of research a “ dry 
rendering ’’ process was evolved which showed marked improvements 
over previous methods ; the processing time was reduced, the finished 
product was much cleaner to handle, the yield of fat was higher and 
the residue was recovered in a dry condition. 

The efficient utilization of food wastes is an important feature of 
our national economy and concentrator plants are performing a 

«valuable service in processing the food waste collected from house- 
“holds, hotels, restaurants, service camps etc., into a sterilized product 
* suitable for feeding direct to pigs and poultry. 

The National Industrial Salvage and Recovery Council is an 
independent body with members drawn from industry. The retiring 
President, Mr. H. Arnold, was succeeded by Mr. B. Monk, who was 
elected President for the period to November 1953. ‘The Council 
works under sponsorship of the Ministry of Materials with Regional 
Councils assisted by the Board of Trade Regional Offices. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT April 14, 1953, the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 141, compared with 140 at 
March 17, the Ministry of Labour and National Service announce. 

\ The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to higher 
local rates in England and Wales and to increases in the prices of 
vegetables, fruit, fish, flour and tea.

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New Museum of Leathercraft 


Opened 


MUSEUM of Leathercraft has been opened at the National 
Leathersellers’ College, ‘Tower Bridge Road, London, S.E.1. 
The Museum is an independent organization founded in 1946 by 

the Education Committee of the National Leather Goods and 
Saddlery Manufacturers’ Association. It exists to establish a centre 
of scholarship and historical research into all aspects of the preparation 
and use of leather ; to form and display a fully comprehensive central 
collection ; and to expound the principles of good design. 

The present home of the Museum at the National Leathersellers’ 
College is a temporary one. A search is being made for a permanent 
place of suitable character in which to house the collection. An appeal 
is to be launched to finance the running of the Museum, and will be 
directed primarily at people connected with the leather trade, but 
donations or subscriptions from members of the public are welcomed. 

The present display of approximately 200 objects is intended to 
present a survey of the use of leather in Western Europe from pre- 
historic times to the beginning of the twentieth century. 

At the opening ceremony on May 20, Sir Cecil Weir, Head of the 
United Kingdom Delegation to the High Authority of the European 
Coal and Steel Community, said that the Museum was not only an 
historic demonstration from which members of the trades could learn 
a great deal and derive pride from past achievements. It would, he 
hoped, also have the opportunity to direct public attention outside 
the industry itself to the excellence of leather as a handsome and 
durable product and a fine medium in which to bring out and display 
the skill of the craftsman and the artistry of the designer. There 
were few industries so closely identified with history and tradition 
as the tanning and working up of leather. 


D Relief on Furniture 


CUSTOMS and Excise Notice in the Board of Trade Journal on 

April 25 (page 846) informed traders that any ‘‘ dead space” 
behind drawers must be excluded when calculating the volume of 
wholly-enclosed storage space for the purpose of ‘‘D”’ relief. The 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise have agreed, after discussions 
with the Trade, that this ruling may be regarded as subject to the 
following modifications :— 

In the case of drawers measuring less than 154 in. in length, the 
first 2 in. of dead space may be added to the length of the drawer. 

In the case of drawers measuring 15} in. or more in length—the 
first 4 in. of dead space may be so added. 

Where the dead space does not exceed 2 in. or 4 in. as the case may 
be, the depth of the article concerned may of course be measured from 
the front of the drawer to the outside of the back board. 

The drawer for this purpose should be measured to include the 
thickness of its front and back and if the sides are of unequal length 
the measurement should be taken along the shorter side. 


Protective Duty on Unsweetened Citrus Fruit 
Preserved in Brine 


THE Board of 'Trade give notice that they are considering an applica- 
tion for the reduction of the protective duty on :— 

Unsweetened citrus fruit (other than citrus fruit peels) preserved in 
brine.

Premiums for High Grades of Zine 


THE Ministry of Materials announce that with effect from May 21, 
1953, the premium for 99-95 per cent. grade zinc will be increased 
from £4 to £6 per ton, and the premium for 99-99 per cent. grade 
zinc will be increased from £6 per ton to £9 per ton, for sales of zinc 
by the Ministry. 

It is the intention of the Ministry to alter the premiums they charge 
according to the premiums currently fixed by the producers. 
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London Fashion Fortnight 





Visitors From Overseas See Autumn 
From British Houses 


HE Coronation London Fashion Fortnight opened on Wednesday 

with a full day of parades. In the morning at Grosvenor House, 

Park Lane, Mrs. Thorneycroft, wife of the President of the Board 
of Trade, welcomed overseas buyers to London at the parade of tailored 
coats and suits, skirts, slacks and shorts organized by the Mantle and 
Costume Manufacturers’ Export Group. ‘This Association of firms 
which manufacture ladies’ and, in some cases, girls’ and children’s 
heavy outerwear, was well represented by more than 20 manufacturers. 
Later in the morning the first parade of ‘‘ Dresses for Every Woman ”’ 
was held at Gunter’s. This event was organized by the Apparel 
and Fashion Industry’s Association which comprises a large number 
of firms engaged in the manufacture of all classes of women’s and 
children’s wear. ‘They showed 82 garments, the majority being day 
and afternoon dresses, but evening dresses, cocktail dresses and suits 
and a bridal ensemble were also included. 

The parade in the afternoon was of lingerie, housecoats and 
swimsuits. ‘This was organized jointly by A.F.I.A., the Nottingham 
Chamber of Commerce and the Light Clothing and Allied Trades 
Association Ltd., and was held at Ciro’s Club. ‘To end a crowded 
day, British Vogue Export Book gave a reception and dress show at 
Londonderry House. The B.B.C. Television Outside Broadcast 
Unit visited this function and some of the guests were interviewed. 


Receptions by Textile Associations 


Thursday was almost as full a day, with the repetition of some of 
the parades held on the opening day and in addition two receptions 
given by textile associations. In the morning the Silk and Rayon 
Users Association entertained overseas buyers in their premises 
at 49 Park Lane. In the evening the British Rayon and Synthetic 
Fibres Federation held a reception in their new premises at 138 
Piccadilly. Exhibitions of the latest fashion fabrics and accessories 
by these two associations gave a foretaste of the new fabrics, weaves 
and designs likely to be in the shops of the world next autumn. 

Arrangements for Friday were fewer, and gave overseas buyers an 
opportunity to visit the exhibition of fabrics and fashion in wool 
sponsored by the National Wool Textile Export Corporation in 
collaboration with the International Wool Secretariat at Hutchinson 
House. This exhibition, entitled ‘‘ Wool—the Wealth of the 
Commonwealth,” is one of the most ambitious of its kind. Apart 
from the static displays of wool merchandise of every description 
including carpets, knitting wools, felt, blankets and furnishing 
fabrics, daily mannequin parades are being staged of the latest fashions 
in wool. 

Throughout the Fortnight the Hosiery and Knitwear Export 
Group is also holding an exhibition of the latest design and fashion in 
ladies’ and children’s hosiery and knitwear at their offices at 32 Savile 
Row. 

On Friday afternoon the Cotton Board Colour Design and Style 
Centre was to hold a buyers’ show at the Hyde Park Hotel. This 
mannequin parade was different from the other London Fashion 
Fortnight parades in that it showed a range of clothes for the summer 
instead of the autumn. In illustrating the versatility of cotton, the 
manufacturers demonstrated the new cotton fabrics which comprise 
Lancashire’s advance ideas for next summer. This parade was 
original also in having a male mannequin. 

Next week, after the Coronation, the London Model House Group 
is holding its first combined parade at the Dorchester Hotel, Park 
Lane. In previous Fortnights these manufacturers of the highest 
grade ready-to-wear clothes have only shown on their own premises. 
On the same day, Wednesday, June 3, the first of the coat, suit and 
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Fashions 


skirt parades organized by the Apparel and Fashion Industry’s 
Association will be held at Londonderry House. 

On Thursday, June 4, the British Rainwear Manufacturers Federa- 
tion is holding a parade of ladies’ fashion rainwear at the Grosvenor 
House Hotel. Also on Thursday, the Design and Research Centre 
of the Gold, Silver and Jewellery Industries is giving an ‘‘ At Home ” 
for overseas buyers at Goldsmiths Hall. (The Design and Research 
Centre exhibition of costume jewellery will be open throughout the 
Fortnight except Saturdays and Sundays.) On the same day the 
first exhibition of British fabrics for men’s wear held during London 
Fashion Fortnight will be opened in the Club Room in Hamilton 
House, 138 Piccadilly, the premises of the British Rayon and Synthetic 
Fibres Federation. ‘This ‘‘ Men’s Wear Show”? is the first direct 
collaboration in an exhibition between the British Rayon and Synthetic 
Fibres Federation, the Cotton Board, the Federation of Lace and 
Embroidery Employers’ Associations and the Silk and Rayon Users’ 
Association.

Ten-fifteen in Singapore and the city office of the Chartered Bank 
is already ahiveofbusinessactivity.

The principal changes are as follows : 

Licences are now required for certain kinds of water lubricated 
bearings for all destinations other than those specified in Part II 
of the Third Schedule excluding Hong Kong. 

Further specified abrasives, certain classes of iron and steel 
and carbon blacks may now be exported without licence to any 
of the destinations specified in Part II of the Third Schedule 
excluding Hong Kong. 

Licences are not now required except for exports to China, 
Hong Kong, Macao or Tibet, for casings, sausage skins and blad- 
ders of sheep gut, calves’ vells, certain meat products, further 
kinds of fruit and fruit preserves, some grain products, specified 
silica refractories, certain classes of iron and steel and non- 
ferrous metals, some kinds of paper and paper-making material, 
hemp manufactures, silk bolting cloth and specified chemicals.

Monopolies Report on Matches 


The President was asked what course he proposed to take following 
the report of the Monopolies Commission on the Match Industry. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that the President was carefully considering this 
Report, which raised a number of complicated issues involving 
interests in other countries as well as the home market. ‘They 
required extensive discussion with the industry before decisions were 
taken. ‘The President would, of course, make a statement on this 
matter as soon as he could. 


Rationing of Newsprint 


Asked for a statement about the derationing of newsprint, the 
Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, replied that discussions with 
the Newsprint Supply Company were taking place at the moment to 
determine whether any relaxations of the existing newsprint rationing 
arrangements were at present justified. 


WEDNESDAY MAY 20 
Anglo-Argentine Trade 


The President was asked whether his attention had been called to 
the official announcement of the Argentine Ambassador that the aim 
of the Argentine Government was £100 million worth of trade a year 
between Great Britain and the Argentine, and that every pound 
sterling earned by the Argentine on the sale of meat or selling grain 
had been, and would always be, spent on the products of British 
industry ; what steps were being taken by his department to ensure 
the implementation of this undertaking during the current year and 
future years ; and what share, in particular, of the British exports to 
the Argentine would be made up of cotton piece-goods. 

The President of the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
replied that he had seen a report of the statement made by the 
Argentine Ambassador and he warmly welcomed it as indicating a 
desire on the part of the Argentine Government to see trade between 
our two countries restored to something like its traditional volume. 
Arrangements were made in the Protocol concluded on December 31 
last about our sales of oil, coal and tinplate and the Anglo-Argentine 
Mixed Consultative Committee in Buenos Aires recently settled the 
quotas to be allowed for our exports of less essential goods. ‘The 
Committee was now examining the trade possibilities for our other 
exports. So far as cotton piece-goods were concerned, he could not 
add to the reply which he gave on May 12. 


THURSDAY MAY 21 


B.O.T. Staff Seconded to Monopolies Commission 


The President stated that 25 members of the staff of the Board of 
Trade were at present seconded to the Monopolies Commission. 
‘They worked in the offices provided for the Commission in Cornwall 
Terrace. 


Committee on Census Work 


The President was asked if he would consider adding to the com- 
mittee appointed to advise him on the census of production and 
distribution a person who could speak for the individual, as opposed 
to the multiple, retail trade. 

He replied that the committee had been carefully selected to furnish, 
within limited numbers, a balance of experience and knowledge of all 
the aspects of census work. He was confident that the Committee 
would not overlook the point of view and the interests of the individual 
private trader. 


Hire Purchase Control Order 


Asked whether he was yet in a position to withdraw the Hire 
Purchase and Credit Sales Agreements (Control) Order 1952. 
Statutory Instrument 1952 No. 121, the President replied: ‘‘ No, 
Sir.” 


Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 
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Weights and Measures Legislation 


The President was asked in view of annoyance arising from the 
deceptive practice of some fruit vendors pricing their goods per half 
pound weight but in such manner as to make the word half so faint, 
abbreviated or obscure as to be hardly detectable ; whether he would 
take action to ensure that all such indications of price were relative to 
pounds and the inscription was made distinct and plain. 

He replied ‘‘ No, Sir.”” He had no powers at present under which 
he could act. He was however considering whether he should include 
powers to deal with this practice in any Bill to amend the Weights 
and Measures Legislation on which, as he announced on November 11, 
1952, consultations were taking place. 


Price of Potash in Bags 


Asked if, in view of the fall in the price of bags, he would make a 
reduction in the charge for potash sold in bags of less weight than 
2 ewt., Sir Arthur Salter replied that he had this matter under 
examination. 


FRIDAY MAY 22 


Standards for Upholstered Furniture 


The President was asked whether he was aware that complaints 
about the quality of upholstered furniture were still being sent to 
his department ; and, as British Standards Institution standards for 
this class of goods were not likely to be ready for a considerable time, 
if he would give instructions that the system of investigation, as under 
the utility scheme, should be continued until British Standards 
Institution standards for upholstery goods were in operation. 

Mr. Strauss replied that few such complaints were received, and 
those which related to utility furniture continued to be investigated 
when necessary. 


Company Holding by Custodian of Enemy Property 


Asked whether, in view of the proposed voluntary liquidation of 
British Bemberg Limited and the consequent dismissal of some 750 
employees, he would state the extent of the holding of the Custodian 
of Enemy Property in the company, the President replied that the 
Custodian’s holding in British Bemberg Ltd., was just under 30 per 
cent. of the issued capital. 


Imports of Dutch Bulbs 


Mr. Strauss stated that the number of bulbs, corms, tubers and 
rhizomes imported through Scottish ports from the Netherlands 
during 1951 and 1952, and during the first three months of 1953 were

HE FOLLOWING article is the thirteenth in the series 

** Statistics of the British Film Industry.” Articles in the series

Film Exhibition 
Annual rate of admissions and takings (Tables I-III) 


With figures for the fourth quarter of 1952, cinema statistics are now 
available for the three years 1950-1952 and three tables are included 
in this article summarizing attendances, gross takings and distribution 
of takings for each of the three years by quarter, region and size of 
cinema. ‘The total number of admissions in 1952 was 4 per cent. 
below that in 1951 and 6 per cent. lower than the total for 1950. 
Total takings for the year 1952 were however 1-5 per cent. higher 
than in 1951, due in the main to increased seat prices following the 
increase in the rates of entertainment duty and payments for the British 
Film Production Fund which took place in August 1951. 


Admissions and takings during the fourth quarter of 1953 
(Tables IV-VI) 


The inquiry into film exhibition for the fourth quarter of 1952 
covered the 13 weeks from September 28 to December 27. Returns

have been compiled from 4,575 cinemas (99-9 per cent. of those known 
to be operating commercially during the period in the exhibition of 
35 mm. films) with a seating capacity of 4,209,000. 

The rate of admission to cinemas had tended to fall throughout the 
year (Table I) but the fourth quarter saw an additional seasonal 
decrease. 304,819,000 people were admitted compared with 
335,215,000 during the previous quarter, a drop of 9-1 per cent. 
In 1951 the fall between the third and fourth quarters was 6 per cent. 
As usual the seasonal decrease was much sharper in the holiday 
areas where the number of admissions was 28-8 per cent. below that 
of the third quarter. In the regions, the Eastern and Southern areas 
showed the greatest drop (13-5 per cent. and 11-5 per cent. 
respectively) compared with the preceding quarter. 

Gross box office takings during the quarter were £25,709,000, a 
decrease of 8:1 per cent. compared with the third quarter, and 5-2 per 
cent. less than the takings in the corresponding quarter of 1951. 
‘Takings were lower in all regions although in the North Midland and 
the Midland regions, which appear to be less subject to seasonal 
fluctuations, the fall was only 3-8 per cent. and 2:2 per cent. 
respectively. 

The average price of admission increased slightly over the third 
quarter of 1952, from 20-0d. to 20-2d. All regions showed the 
increase except the Northern region and Wales where the average 
price of admission decreased by 0-1d.

and 64-9 per cent. of net takings ; while the proportion going to 
film hire, traditionally about 35 per cent., was actually 35-5 per cent., 
35-3 per cent. and 35-1 percent. ‘These proportions were maintained 
despite variations in the amount of the net takings. 


Film production (Tables VIII- XI) 


The extent to which available studio capacity was booked at 
December 31, 1952, for first feature production purposes, for periods 
more than six months ahead, was higher than at any time since this 
information was first collected ; 29 per cent. of total studio floor 
space was booked for use in the last quarter of 1953 (i.e. up to twelve 
months ahead) and, even allowing for the fall in stage area available 
(see ‘Table VIII), this represented a very substantial improvement 
over any corresponding figure since the end of 1949. 

The total number of first feature films in production or awaiting 
distribution was similarly higher than in the corresponding quarter 
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of the three previous years (a total of 50 films compared with an 
average of 42 for the three previous periods). This increase followed 
a steady expansion throughout 1952. Although British long films 
registered showed little change, British short films showed a marked 
expansion ; 95 were registered in the first quarter of 1953, with a 
total length of 130,100 feet, compared with an average of 79 films 
totalling an average of 91,150 feet in the previous four quarters. 
The number of foreign films registered, on the other hand, showed a 
marked decline for both long and short films compared with the 
corresponding quarterly average for 1952. 


Employment (Tables XIII and XIV) 


There was an increase in the total number employed on first 
feature films in December 1952 compared with December 1950 and 
1951.

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Some Recent Publications Received 


Income Tax and Profits Tax 


The twentieth edition of Spicer & Pegler’s “‘ Income Tax and 
Profits Tax ” has just been published by H. F. L. (Publishers) Ltd., 
66 Chandos Street, London, W.C.2, price 30s. net. The author, 
Mr. H. A. R. J. Wilson, states that the new edition has been made 
necessary by the consolidation of the existing Income Tax Acts into 
the Income Tax Act, 1952. Among the various facets of income tax 
dealt with in the book are machinery, principles, the various schedules, 
business profit and loss accounts, surtax, double taxation relief, and 
the profits tax. 


Farm and Forest Products Survey 


“A Survey of Agricultural, Forestry and Fishery Products in the 
United Kingdom and their Utilization”’ contains a report on the 
findings of a survey team, appointed in 1948 by the Development 
Commission on the invitation of the Lord President’s Office, to 
undertake an inquiry into agricultural, forestry and fishery products 
and their uses in the United Kingdom. The report contains much 
information on these products and their sources of supply. It is 
hoped that on the basis of the essential facts presented in the report, 
the promotion of research into the better and fuller utilization of the 
by-products may be stimulated and encouraged. The booklet is 
available from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 7s. 6d. 


Oil Equipment in the United States 


“Production and Drilling and Refining Oil Equipment in the 
U.S.A.” is the title of the report of Technical Assistance Mission 
No. 57 which visited the United States to study the design and planning 
of refineries and specialized plant for the treatment of petroleum 
products. ‘The mission consisted of 18 delegates from the European 
metallurgical and engineering industries and their visit was made 
under the auspices of Economic Co-operation Administration (now 
the Mutual Security Agency). ‘The Report has been published by 
O.E.E.C. in Paris and is available in this country from H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 10s. 


Modern Britain 


British Vogue Export Book (The Conde Nast Publications Ltd., 
37 Golden Square, W.1) is a trade magazine for overseas textile and 
fashion buyers. ‘The new issue, No. 3, 1953, is devoted to modern 
Britain ; the principal features survey this country’s achievements in 
science and the arts. Modern British achievement in textiles covers 
all that is new wool, cotton, lace, silk, rayon, nylon, Terylene and 
Ardil. Leather news is of new techniques in dyes, with many pictures 
of new goods against backgrounds of British cars. The issue also 
contains features on children’s wear, furnishing textiles and pottery. 


Coarse Cotton Grey Goods 


Another report in the United States Case Study Data series is 
“Coarse Cotton Gray Goods” prepared for the Mutual Security 
Agency and distributed in this country by the British Institute of 
Management, 8 Hill Street, London, W.1, price 7s. 6d. The report 
is intended for production managers, superintendents and methods 
engineers who are concerned with production problems. ‘The report 
is divided into three chapters, the first is directed primarily to the 
reader who is interested in productivity but not in the technical details. 
Chapter two contains detailed case studies of each plant and will be 
of value to the plant superintendent or the production engineer. 
Chapter three is a brief discussion of labour policies and relationships 
in the industry, together with some case studies of labour adjustments 
to technological changes. 


United States Case Study on Canned Vegetables. A Report on 
productivity and factory performance in the processed foods and 
canned vegetables industry in the United States, issued by the Mutual 
Security Agency, is being issued by the British Institute of Manage- 
ment, 8 Hill Street, London, W.1, price 5s. ‘These case studies are 
designed to provide managements with a series of yardsticks by which 
they can compare their performance with that of United States plants 
in alike industry. ‘lhe new study is B.L.S. Report No. 8.

1953 Canadian International Trade Fair 


HE PROGRESS of the Canadian International Trade Fair shows 

that its value as a great trade promotion feature in the dollar 

markets is recognized by both Canadian and foreign exhibitors 
alike. This year the Sixth Fair, which is being held during the 
next two wecks, from June 1 to 12, in the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion buildings in ‘Toronto, will be the largest ever. Over 230,000 
square feet of floor space have been booked ; of this Canadian 
manufacturers have taken well over half, and United Kingdom 
manufacturers are second with over 55,000 square feet. Firms from 
Germany, the United States, and France are well represented. One 
newcomer to the Fair will be Austria, whose manufacturers have 
booked more than 4,000 square feet of space. 

The Canadian International Trade Fair is primarily aimed at the 
trade buyer, the distributor and the agent, With its commanding 
position, both geographically and economically, the Fair provides 
an opportunity, unprecedented before 1948, for United Kingdom 
manufacturers to show their goods to the young, ever-growing 
industries in Canada ; the third largest trading country in the world. 
The important American industrial areas situated around Detroit 
and Buffalo are close to the Fair, which is an attraction for many 
American buyers. 


U.K. Participation 


There are 19 sections, including one outdoors, which was arranged 
for the first time last year to meet a demand for the showing of heavy 
constructional machinery. ‘The Fair caters not only for capital goods, 
but for a variety of consumer goods also ; food products, drugs and 
pharmaceuticals, kitchen gadgets and household furnishings, figure 
prominently in the displays. Of all the sections, however, engineering 
and machine tools will be by far the largest, with exhibits taking up 
about half of the total space available. 

United Kingdom firms will be showing either direct or through 
their agents in most sections. Following are details of some of the 
British exhibits. 

In the food and drink section will be the canned and bottled 
provisions of a famous Scottish firm, established 85 years ago. This 
firm’s canned Scotch herrings, caught on the North-East coast of 
Scotland, now rival their fish pastes in popularity. In the same section 
will be displays of beer from two famous United Kingdom brewers 
and of gin - a well-known London distiller. 

The drugs and pharmaceutical section will feature the method 
which has been evolved by a London firm for the treatment of asthma 

~pocket inhalers which can be carried by sufferers to enable them to 
ward off an attack. On the same stand will be diaphragm air com- 
pressors and pumps made by a firm in Kent for use in research 
laboratories. ‘These compressors allow air or gases to be passed 
through and yet remain free from contamination. 

A Wolverhampton manufacturer in the small wares section, will 
display heavy quality hollow-ware specially designed for the hotel 
and catering industry. ‘This firm will also show a full range of 
photographic developing dishes in acid-resisting metals, and seamless 
steel elevator buckets for use in industries where the handling of 
grain, phosphates, minerals, sand or clay, plays an important part. 

A firm who celebrated their centenary last year will be showing 
kigh grade hardened and tempered steel strip for the production of 
wide bandsaws, hacksaws and other small types of saws of all descrip- 
tions. All the steels manufactured by this company are produced 
under the most exacting conditions and are under research control 
from the making to the final heat treatment and inspection. 

The main items on the stand of a British metal office furniture 
manufacturer can be exported ‘‘ knocked down ” thus saving shipping 
charges. Assembly can be done by unskilled labour on arrival. 
This firm is also incorporating in its furniture many new features 
developed over the past year. They have designed a new type of 
desk for executives ; one of these will be prominent on their stand. 
In addition, they will show steel tables, plan and filing cabinets, 

wastepaper tubs, book and letter racks, letter trays, adjustable storage 
tins and shelving. A vault door with an overall thickness of 8 inches 





will form the major exhibit on the stand of a firm of safe-makers, 
who will also be showing their range of steel office furniture. 

Alongside this exhibit of office furniture will be the stand of a 
stationery manufacturer. The parent company has established a 
factory in Canada, but full facilities will be provided for Canadian 
buyers to purchase the British made products if desired. 

In the houseware section will be a number of British firms showing 
the latest kitchen gadgets, hollowground knives and mixers. One 
manufacturer is showing four new lines, a ‘“‘ master” tin-opener, a 
kitchen saw, a pastry blender and a fruit decorator which cuts grape- 
fruit, oranges and tomatoes in neat slices. 


Variety of Electrical Products 


According to the latest information British firms will be taking 
2,400 square feet in the electrical section to show such equipment as 
generating sets, transformers, arc welding equipment, high voltage 
cables and electrical signs. 

A London manufacturer of electrical signs will be displaying a new 
type of lettering hitherto not seen in Canada. Amongst other 
exhibits will be those of a firm of diecast and plastic components. 
Besides showing samples of the accessories they produce for the motor 
industry, they will be making a special feature of their Coronation 
souvenir bow], a plastic product which received a special merit award 
from the Council of Industrial Design. 

Showing for the first time at the Fair will be the electric motor 
controls which have recently been produced for the Canadian market 
at a Hertfordshire factory. ‘These, in common with all other electrical 
products, have to satisfy the conditions of the Canadian Standards 
Association. Another United Kingdom manufacturer of domestic, 
industrial and public service electrical products, will show new 
street lighting lanterns. ‘These house five 674 W. cold cathode 
fluorescent tubes, each of which has a life of 15,000 working hours. 
The firm estimates that, because of the long life of these tubes, it 
should not be necessary for the lanterns to be opened for maintenance 
or replacement purposes for about three to four years. It is claimed 
that these new street lanterns have an output equivalent to a normal 
main road lantern with a 400 W. mercury lamp. 


Plant and Machinery 


In the biggest section of the Fair—plant and machinery—there will 
again be a large number of British exhibitors. Last year the total 
space taken by all United Kingdom exhibitors at the Fair was some 
25,500 square feet ; this year the British machine tool manufacturers 
and other British firms will be taking well over 31,000 square feet. 

Two of the federations connected with these industries—the 
National Federation of Engineers’ Tools Manufacturers and the 
Federation of British Hand ‘Tool Manufacturers—will be organizing 
a composite exhibit. This is to be a display of over 400 items of 
British hand tools, carpenters’ tools and engineers’ cutting tools 
representing the products of more than 30 different makers. 

The machines shown by United Kingdom firms in this section will 
include machines for jig boring, grinding, tube bending and shaping. 
A firm in Yorkshire, encouraged by the recent sale of their lathes to 
the United States Air Force in Europe, will be showing examples of 
the same model on their stand. ‘The company is particularly interested 
in a new 9 in. swing lathe they have developed for use in technical 
schools and colleges. It is claimed that the 1953 Toronto Fair will 
also be the first time that any English manufacturer has shown a 
representative range of direct-mounting chucks made especially for 
the requirements of Canadian and American machine tools. 

Examples of British workmanship to be seen in this section range 
from the largest lathe to the smaliest gauge size screwing tap. 

In the packing and handling equipment section there will be the 
products of a number of British firms including the fork-lift trucks 

of one of Britain’s foremost manufacturers of this type of equipment. 
Amongst their exhibits will be a truck which they claim is one of the 
smallest in the world ; it has been built for factories and warehouses 
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where there is little space. Also on show will be the roller shutters 
of a London firm who introduced their products to the Canadian 
market nine months ago. 

In the exhibition space outside the Fair buildings will be contractors’ 
plant and equipment. Diesel and gasoline road rollers, cranes, 
shovels, earth-moving equipment and tractors, ditchers, motor 
scythes, scaffolding equipment and rock drills for use in mines will 
be demonstrated. The English firm showing rock drills has evolved 
a new system whereby the dust and chips are extracted from the drilling 
and collected separately ; the atmosphere at the rock face is therefore 
free from dangerous dust. This machine has also been adapted for 
the different techniques, which are becoming increasingly popular in 
Canada, of roof bolting in mines. 


Increased Size of Fair 

The increase in the size of this year’s Fair is mainly due to larger 
Canadian participation. But it is significant that most of the European 
countries and especially the West German Federal Republic, whose 
manufacturers in 1951 were seventh on the list of space bookings and 
third last year, are increasing their bookings each year. In the face 
of this competition it is particularly important that United Kingdom 
firms should continue to take part. 

The Fair provides a large, well-equipped market place for both 
domestic and foreign trade. It attracts a great number of buyers 
from all parts of the world and, of course, particularly from Canada. 
The Fair authorities, recognizing the great potential of the event as 
the only international trade fair in the North American continent, 
are doing all they can to interest buyers in the United States of 
America. Last year over 1,000 American buyers attended the Fair, 
and it is confidently hoped that this number will be greatly exceeded 
this year. 

A further article written by the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner at Toronto reporting on the 1953 Fair will be published in 
the Board of Trade Journal next week. 


U.K. Trading Opportunities 
in Central America 


OW Britain’s share of trade with the Republics of Central America 

can be increased is described by Mr. A. C. McKechnie, head of 
the Federation of British Industries’ Latin-American Department, 
in a report entitled ‘‘ Notes on a visit to Panama, Honduras, El 
Salvador and Guatemala.”” Mr. McKechnie was joint secretary to 
the British Trade Mission (led by Brigadier W. H. Crosland) to the 
Caribbean countries and, when that Mission—whose Report was 
recently published—had completed its work, Mr. McKechnie, on 
the Federation’s behalf, went on to visit Central America. 

In 1951, goods imported by the six Central American Republics 
were valued at United States $335-4 millions, of which the United 
States supplied about 68 per cent. and the United Kingdom roughly 
four per cent. ‘‘ The United Kingdom share can be considerably 
increased,’”’ writes Mr. McKechnie, “‘ but only by a greater awareness 
of the area’s potentiality and a willingness to meet its requirements.” 

Goodwill for Britain and British goods can be turned to increased 
sales by imaginative sales methods. Buyers must first be satisfied 
that United Kingdom manufacturers can quote competitively and 
deliver quickly. ‘* Keen competition will be met as, apart from the 
United States, Continental manufacturers are fully alive to the trade 
possibilities and are working the markets energetically.” 

Sales efforts based on catalogues and literature alone are unlikely 
to be productive. It is of the utmost importance that examples of 
equipment offered should be available for on the spot demonstration 
and spare parts and after-sales service assured. Literature, and 
maintenance and service manuals should be in the Spanish language.

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Review of Ceylon’s External Trade 


By United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Colombo 


T THE end of 1952 the general economic and financial position 

of Ceylon was giving cause for concern. Not only had the Island 
an adverse balance of trade for the year amounting to Rs. 205 million, 
but also her external assets had fallen from Rs. 1,185 million to 
Rs. 837 million in the course of the twelve months. The country’s 
trading position during the first quarter of 1953, however, presents a 
rather brighter picture than might have been expected three months 
ago, and shows a substantial improvement as compared with the 
corresponding period last year. Unusually high exports and low 
imports in January gave the current year a flying start, and, although 
the surplus has been subsequently reduced, the favourable balance of 
trade for the three months ended March 1953 stands at Rs. 31-0 
million against an unfavourable balance of Rs. 23-2 million in the 
corresponding period of last year. 


Imports 


Imports into Ceylon during the first quarter of 1953 were valued at 
Rs. 368-7 million (13 per cent. below the rate for the whole of last 
year) and were Rs. 82-9 million lower than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1952. Considerable contributions to this fall were made 
by foodstuffs which were Rs. 28-2 million lower (a heavy price fall 
in Mauritius sugar was responsible for half of this) textile piece-goods 
Rs. 18-2 million lower and cars and commercial vehicles Rs. 11-6 
million less. 

The general reduction was shared by all of Ceylon’s principal 
suppliers with the exception of Australia who supplied double the 
quantity of wheat flour compared with a year ago and China from 
whom increased imports of rice under the agreement are at the expense 
of Burma. The United Kingdom suffered a slightly more than 
proportionate share of the fall, Ceylon’s purchases being Rs. 27-7 
million less at Rs. 79-4 million. Imports of cars and commercial 
vehicles (at Rs. 8-1 million) were almost halved in both quantity and 
value and supplies of refined sugar (Rs. 6°6 million a year ago) were 
eliminated in 1953. 

On the other hand some of the more important commodities 
supplied by the United Kingdom increased in value compared with a 
year ago ; cotton piece-goods showed a heartening increase from 1-8 
million square yards to 3-1 million square yards (the value increase 
was not proportionate owing to lower prices) and ammonium sulphate 
which increased from Rs. 2-6 million to Rs. 6-6 million, so that the 
reduction in the overall value of goods from the United Kingdom 
was spread over a wide range of manufactured goods. Japan’s share 
of the market fell heavily—5S0 per cent.—to Rs. 16:2 million, mainly 
accounted for by reductions in Ceylon’s purchases of cotton and 
artificial silk piece-goods which were 26 per cent. lower in quantity 
and 49 per cent. lower in value at Rs. 10-4 million. 

Exports 

Ceylon’s exports have improved in the first quarter of 1953 at 
Rs. 378:2 million, 7 per cent. above the rate during the year 1952 
although 6 per cent. below the corresponding figure a year ago. ‘The 
quantities of tea and rubber shipped have shown little change from a 
year earlier, but a price rise for tea was more than offset by the 
reduced export value of rubber. 

A significant feature of Ceylon’s trade in the first quarter of this 
year has been her improvement in trading with the dollar area. 
Imports from North America were severely pruned from Rs. 35-1 
million in the first three months of 1952 to Rs. 16°5 million in 1953, 
the principal economies being made in flour and cotton piece-goods, 
so that, with exports showing little change, the favourable balance with 
the area has increased from Rs. 34 million to Rs. 52 million.

Burma to Withdraw from 


Ottawa Trade Agreement 


i THE House of Commons on Thursday, May 21, the President 

of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was asked what 
communication he had received from the Burma Government in 
regard to the tariff preferences which they were now granting on 
certain imports from the United Kingdom ; and if he would make a 
statement. 

He replied that the Burmese Foreign Minister had given notice to 
Her Majesty’s Government, through our Ambassador in Rangoon, 
of Burma’s withdrawal, after September 30 next, from the Ottawa 
Trade Agreement of 1932. This step did not oblige the Burma 
Government to make an immediate revision of their tariff and the 
inquiries we had made did not indicate that they had yet reached any 
conclusions about their future tariff policy. 


Separate Invoicing of Packaging 


Materials for Canada 


FURTHER to the notice about the separate invoicing of packaging 

materials for Canada, which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on April 25, 1953 (page 874), a slightly re-worded version of Memoran- 
dum Series D. No. 50 'T.D. and R-115 has been received which reads 
as follows :— 


Regulations respecting the importation of coverings 

The Minister of National Revenue, pursuant to Item 710 of the Customs 
Tariff, hereby makes the following regulations respecting the importation 
of coverings under paragraphs (b) and (c) of Tariff Item 710 :— 

1. The value of any coverings, inside or outside packing, container or 
holder as defined in paragraph (f) of Item 710 used in home market trade 
{not including coverings specified in paragraph (e)), containing goods subject 
to any ad valorem duty, and any item of cost pertaining to placing the goods 
therein, shall be included with the value of the goods for duty purposes 
where such goods are sold and invoiced for home consumption in the 
country of export at a unit price inclusive of the value of the container and 
packing cost 

2. Where the value of the goods, coverings and packing is segregated 
and charged for separately as such on invoices covering home market sales, 
the entry of such coverings may be allowed under paragraph (b) of Item 710. 

3. Export packing and costs pertaining thereto (over and above those 
used for domestic sale) when shown separately as such in the selling price 
coluinn on Customs invoices, may be rated for duty purposes under para- 
graph (b) of Item 710 ; where the value of the export packing is included 

ut not segregated in the selling price, no deduction of an assumed value 
may be made for entry under that paragraph.

Chilean Import Schedules for 1953 


TRANSLATION of the Chilcan Foreign Exchange Budget for 

1953 has been received from the Commercial Secretary at Santiago. 
It contains Schedules of goods which may be imported into Chile 
during 1953 and the categories into which these fall for import control 
purposes. 


Prohibited Import List 

The Commercial Department has also forwarded a translation of 
Chilean Decree No. 419 of March 21, 1953, which contains a list of 
goods which may not be imported into Chile during 1953. 

Article 1 of this Decree contains those goods the importation of 
which will not normally be permitted at all by the National Council 
for Foreign Trade during 1953. 

Article 2 contains those goods which, though normally prohibited, 
will be admitted, if imported by the large mining companies and 
provided they are covered by certificates of necessity issued by the 
Department of Industries, and are not manufactured locally. 

Article 3 provides that Article 1 shall not apply in those cases where 
the Ministry of Commerce may decide otherwise, having been satisfied 
that the relative national industry cannot supply the market in 
satisfactory quantities or qualities, or that its prices are higher by 
40 per cent. or more than those of the similar imported product 
cleared through Customs, calculated at the free exchange rate.

PRODUCTION 


AND REFINING DEVELOPMENTS 


SIR WILLIAM FRASER ON IRANIAN DISPUTE 


Tue 447 ANNUAL GeneraL Meerine of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, 
Ltd., will be held on June 11 in London. 


The following is an extract from the statement to stockholders by the 
Chairman, Sik WiLitaM Fraser, C.B.E., LL.D., circulated with the report 
and accounts : 

The consolidated trading profit for 1952 was £45,354,732, after provision 
of £14,198,946 for depreciation on fixed assets, allied companies and other 
trade investments, and oil exploration interests. ‘The gross trading profit 
thus totalled £59,553,678, comparing with {71,377,882 for 1951, from which 
depreciation and other write-offs totalling {23,682,949 were provided. 
1952 was the first full year during which we had no oil production from Iran 
and the effect of this deprivation on our business, despite the greatly increased 
supplies which we obtained from other sources, is reflected in the reduction 
in our trading profits. 

After providing {22,666,344 for taxation on profits, the amount available 
for reserves and dividends is £25,165,966, compared with {24,233,050 for 
1951. Your Directors have allocated {1,000,000 to Preference stock 
reserve, bringing the total to £10,000,000, and have placed £16,000,000 to 
general reserve, which now stands at £97,000,000. ‘They have recom- 
mended a final dividend on the Ordinary stock of 25 per cent., and in 
addition a cash bonus per £1 stock of 1s., both less income tax. ‘The total 
distribution for the year would approximate 7 per cent. on the Ordinary 
stock plus general reserve. 

‘The Company’s issue of £20,000,000 5 per cent. Debenture Stock in 
January last was largely oversubscribed. ‘The purpose of this issue was to 
supplement the Company’s existing resources in financing the current 
programme of capital expenditure, mainly on construction and extension of 
refineries and building of tankers. ‘This large programme on which expendi- 
ture during 1952 was approximately £57,400,000 and during 1953 is 
estimated at £75,000,000, is designed to maintain the Company’s position in 
the forefront of the highly competitive and progressive world petroleum 
industry. 

Company's INTERESTS IN IRAN 


Events regarding the Company’s interests in Iran since my last statement 
have been extensively reported in the Press. ‘There have now been no less 
than five separate major attempts to settle the dispute. ‘Three missions have 
visited Tehran and have tried to reach a settlement through direct negotia- 
tions. On each occasion the proposals were rejected by the Iranian 
Government. Despite this, efforts have continued through Governmental 
channels, and these led to the submission of further proposals to the Iranian 
Prime Minister in August 1952, and again this year. ‘The proposals com- 
municated on August 30 last were joint Anglo-American proposals. The 
main points were that the question of compensation for the loss of the 
Company’s enterprise in Iran should be referred in its entirety to the Inter- 
national Court for adjudication ; and that agreement on this procedure 
should be followed by negotiations for the movement of oil from Iran to 
world markets, and by an immediate grant to the Iranian Government to 
assist the latter in meeting its budgetary problem 

In its reply on September 24, the Iranian Government put forward 
counter-proposals regarding the basis on which the issue of compensation 
should be referred to the International Court. ‘The counter-proposals 
included the demand that the claims of the Company for compensation 
should be restricted to the property which belonged to the Company in 
Iran at the time of the passing of the Nationalization Laws, and that the 
Company should have no right to make any further claims whatsoever. This 
would have expressly excluded all possibility of a claim by the Company 
for the loss of the 1933 Agreement which was terminated unilaterally by the 
Iranian Government. ‘The fact is that the Company has been deprived of 
the benefit of extracting and disposing of Iranian oil for the remaining 
period of the Agreement, and an award of compensation based on the loss 
of the Company’s installations alone would quite fail to recognize this fact. 

Her Majesty’s Government rejected the counter-proposals on October 14, 
reiterating that the International Court should be asked to consider all 
claims and counter-claims of both parties without limitation. 

Proposals were again submitted early this year, through the good offices 
of the United States Ambassador in Tehran. ‘The negotiations were 
entered into on the understanding that Dr. Musaddiq would be willing to 
have the question of compensation settled by the International Court of 
Justice on the basis of any United Kingdom Nationalization law which the 
Company might select. Had there been formal agreement on this point 
and on the methods for the actual payment of the award of the Court, the 
United States Government was prepared to make monetary advances to the 
Iranian Government to be repaid in oil. The award could have been 
discharged largely, and perhaps entirely, in the form of oil from the enormous 
reserves discovered by the Company in Iran, and by means of the highly 
developed production facilities it had installed there. In the Anglo-United 
States communique of March 7, 1953, the United States Government 


described these proposals as ‘‘ reasonable and fair,’’ but once again no 
agreement was reached with the Iranian Government. 

Broadcasting on March 20 a rejection of the proposals Dr. Musaddigq set 
out what were reported to be his Government’s proposals regarding a settle- 
ment. In the same broadcast Dr. Musaddiq not only refused again to 
allow the loss of the Company’s 1933 Agreement to be taken into account 
in the framing of terms of reference for the International Court of Justice, 
but he went further and asserted, not for the first time, that the Agreement 
itself was invalid. 

OBSERVANCE OF CONTRACTS A FUNDAMENTAL FACTOR 

The proper observance of contracts is a fundamental factor in inter- 
national trade, and Her Majesty’s Government and the Company have stood 
on the principle, well established in international law, that compensation for 
losses resulting from expropriation must be prompt, adequate and effective. 
While the Company would be ready to accept payment by instalments the 
International Court of Justice must, if the principle regarding compensation 
is to be preserved, be free to give unfettered consideration to the Company’s 
claims in respect of the loss of the 1933 Agreement. ‘That Agreement 
remained the unchallenged legal basis for the Company’s operations in Iran 
for eighteen years, the Company, on the strength of it, being encouraged to 
make an investment in a foreign country of unprecedented magnitude. The 
facts speak for themselves and entirely contradict Dr. Musaddiq’s contention 
that the 1933 Agreement was never valid. 

The Company is at present dispossessed of its property, rights and interests 
in Iran, thereby suffering grievous losses. ‘The Iranian Government has 
neither paid compensation nor agreed a satisfactory basis and procedure for 
the future assessment and payment of compensation, and the practical effect 
of the Iranian Nationalization Laws of 1951 has thus amounted to con- 
fiscation. 

The Company, therefore, continues to claim the title to all oil derived from 
the area of its operations in Iran, and has accordingly published announce- 
ments in many countries stating that it will take all such action as may be 
necessary to protect its rights should any concerns or individuals participate 
in transactions affecting such oil. Legal proceedings have already been 
taken in Aden, Italy and Japan. 


PRODUCTION AND REFINING 

Crude-oil production in Kuwait, Iraq and Qatar was largely increased 
during 1952, when our offtake from those sources of supply totalled some 
25,600,000 tons, compared with 16,600,000 in 1951. During 1953 we 
expect to have available some 35 000 000 tons from Kuwait, Iraq and Qatar. 

The Company’s post-war programme for increasing its refinery capacity 
in the United Kingdom is being brought to fruition. ‘The result will be to 
have expanded this capacity over ten-fold, from under 1,000,000 tons per 
annum pre-war to 10,500,000 tons per annum by the end of this year, with a 
corresponding improvement in the diversity and quality of products. The 
statement also details the Company’s expanding refinery operations in 
Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Israel, Kuwait, Australia and Aden. 


SALES 

The difficulties which we have been facing due to the denial to us of 
supplies from Iran were accentuated in the earlier part of the year by a world 
scarcity of tanker tonnage available for prompt chartering. Nevertheless 
the A.I.0.C. group’s sales of crude oil and refined products in 1952 totalling 
just over 32 million tons showed a decrease of only 3 million tons or 8-6 per 
cent., compared with 1951. Our sales of refined products in the markets 
supplied through our subsidiary and associated marketing companies were 
above those for 1951, though only by some 24 per cent. 

The commissioning of our Kent refinery early in 1953 has effected an 
important increase in our availability of products of our own manufacture. 
But the problems of supplying economically our market outlets east of Suez 
will remain considerable until we can bring into operation the refineries now 
being constructed at Aden and Kwinana in Western Australia. These are 
large undertakings ; construction work is being pressed forward as rapidly 
as possible, but we cannot expect these new plants to be on stream before 
the end of 1954. When they are completed, we shall, in conjunction with 
the expansion of our other refineries, have a total refining capacity of some 
30,000,000 tons per annum. Not only will this allow for an appreciable 
extension of our Group’s sales of products, which in 1952 amounted to just 
under 23,000,000 tons, but also we shall have a chain of refineries well placed 
to supply our markets throughout the eastern hemisphere. 

The volume of our sales during the early months of 1953 has shown an 
encouraging expansion, On the other hand, market conditions are more 
difficult. Selling prices have been reduced as a result of lower freight levels 
and, in addition, the more ample availability of refined products has led to 
very competitive conditions. Consequently, profit margins to-day are 
smaller than was the case in 1952.

Lactose 

In the main licensing regulations for January-June 1953 period against 
Serial No. 109 of Part IV (see Board of Trade Journal of January 31, 1953) it 
is stated, inter alia, that general and soft currency quota licences for homoeo- 
pathic medicines will be granted separately. It has now been decided that 
Lactose which is used as a base for preparation of homoeopathic medicines 
will be allowed to be imported against such licences. 

It will not be necessary for importers to get licences amended ; the 
Customs authorities will allow clearance of Lactose against licences for 
homoeopathic medicines. (Public Notice No. 66-I1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of 
April 25, 1953.) 


Toilet Requisites 

In the notice appearing in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1953 
(List A) it was stated, that licences granted for toilet requisites not othe rwise 
specified (falling under Serial No. 115 (b) of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule 
would be valid for the import of all toilet requisites other than Sanitary 
towels. It has now been decided that not more than 10 per cent. of the 
face value of a licence issued for this Serial No. should be utilized for the 
import of :—tooth paste ; tooth powder ; talcum powder ; shaving soap ;
